SAM STEELE AT FORT QU'- 
APPELLE — THE NAMING 
OF THE NORTH WEST CAP- 
ITAL—THE COMING OF 
THE RAILWAY — MORE 
WORK FOR THE POLICE. 


(Cantinued from last week) 


: By the year 1882 the North 
West Mounted Police had become 
thoroughly established  through- 
out the Great Lone Land. The 
Indians were peaceable and had 
come to learn the ‘paramount 
authority, the visible expression 
of which, was the red-coated 
troopers who rode on their wide 

~ patrol, and the. Queen’s write ran 
to the remotest places. 


Colonel McLeod, who 
brought the famous body of con- 
stabulary to a wonderful degree 
of efficiency, was no longer the 
Commissioner. He had resigned 
to assume the position of stipen- 
diary magistrate for the North 
West and was occupied in dis- 
pensing justice from the bench. 
His place in Regina had been tak- 
en by Colonel Irvine, who had 
occupied the position of assistant 
Commissioner; and the work of 
the force went on under his di- 
rection. The C.P.R., which had 
long: been looked upon as a sort 
of a myth, was rapidly becoming 
a fact. The steel had crossed 
the Red River, and the sound of 
the locomotives was disturbing 


the solitude.

The Coming of the Railway 


Pioneers of adventurous ~ in- 
stinct were pushing ahead of the 
railway construction, and_ the 


duties of the Mounted Police were 
becoming more onerous. 


During the construction of the 
railway. west of Brandon an im- 
portant police, force had been es- 
tablished at Fort Qu’ Appelle und- 
er the command of ‘‘Sam”’ Steele, 
who in later years was to become 
one of Canada’s most famous sol- 
diers. 


Fort Qu’Appelle in those days 
was the most considerable out- 
post of civilizatien on the plains 
of the Saskatchewan country. It 
was beautifully situated in the 
Qu’Appelle valley, was the chief 
post of the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany in the prairie region, and a 
considerable establishment was 
maintained at that point. The 
officer in charge was W. J. Mac- 
Lean, who still survives and is an 
official of the Indian Department 
at Winnipeg, and who was after- 
wards a prisoner of Big Bear, at 
Fort-Pitt during the rebellion of 
1885. The Indian office for the 
prairie country was also located 
there under the charge of Colonel 
Alan McDonald, a native son of 
Western Canada, who had been 
one of the officers of the Wolse- 
ley expedition; and Sam Steele 
and his red-coated troopers added 
considerably to the importance of 
the place.

Pile of Bones 


In 1882, however, Governor 
Dewdney located the capital on 
the present site of Regina, by the 
banks of the Pile o' Bonés Creek. 
When the first hunters ‘traversed 
that section of the Saskatchewan 


plains, there was a great /pile of 


buffalo bones on a hill some 
miles west of the town, and the 
place was’so known by that name 
to the wanderers of the prairie in 
the\very early days. 


General Sir Sam Steele in ‘his 
‘Reminiécences” gives an explan- 
ation of the adoption of the name 
Wascana, which | am afraid is not 
altogether accurate. He says that 
Major. Walsh of the North West 
Mounted Police bestowed the 
Sioux names of Sintaluta and Wa- 


pella on stations on the main line 


and he thought he was well with- |: 


in his province in bestowing the 
name Wascana upon the future 
western-capital. He states that 
Wascana is the Sioux name for 


Pile o' Bones. 


Sir Sam Steele was a splendid 
soldier, but he apparently was 
not much of an Indian linguist. 
The fact is that for many years 
the Regina: district and the creek 
which, flows through it was known 
to the plains Indians as ‘‘Ooskun- 
na Kahstahkee,’” which being in- 
terpreted in the Cree, not the 
Sioux tongue, means: ‘‘Great 
heap of bones piled up.” From 
this we have the modern Was- 
cana. 


1 had my information on this 
point from the late Father Hugo- 
nard, who was one of the best 
Cree scholars in the west, and 
further had it confirmed a few 
days ago, by E. C. Stewart, of 
Regina, who is thoroughly fami- 
liar with the Cree Janguage. 


For the first year of its exist- 
ence the western capital was cal- 
led indiscriminately ‘“Wascana”™ 

r ‘Pile o' Bones’ and then the 
name of Regina was given to it 
by the Princess Louise, the wife 
of the Governor General. It was 
desired to honor Queen Victoria, 
but the name Victoria had already 
been given to the beautiful little 
city in British Columbia on the 
waters of the Straits of Fucca, 
and Regina was chosen as an al- 
ternative. 


In 1882 a start was made on 
the police barracks at Regina and 
it subsequently became the head- 
quarters of the force. 


The Work of the Force 


The duty of maintaining order 
amongst the large railway camps 
engaged in constructive work in 
the country naturally devolved 
upon the members of the North 
West Mounted Police. It 
necessary to keep the construc- 
tion gangs away from. the 
liquor out 
of the country. That year Sam 
Steele and several of the other 
officers did a good deal of re- 
cruiting for the force and many 
men of splendid \ calibre 
added to its ranks. There

As described in the minutes, 
The ‘first legislative session of the 
Council of the North West Terri- 
tories was begun and holden at 
Livingstone, Swan River, on the 
ighth day of March, in the year 
of our Lord, one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-seven, in 
pursuance,of an Act of Parlia- 
ment of Canada, passed at the ses- 
sion of 1875 intitled “An Act to 
amend ‘and consolidate the laws 
respecting the North West Terri- 
tories.” 

The siehine of meeting was as 
follows: 


Livingstone, Swan River, N.W.T., 
Government House, 
7th day of March, 1877. 
Sir, 7 
The members of the Council of 
the North West Territories are 
summoned to meet in legislative 
session tomorrow (Thursday) at 
Government House, at the hour 
of three o'clock p.m. 
By command of His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor.. 
A. E. FORGET, ' 
Clerk of the Council. 


All the members were present. 

I think these’ historic minutes 
of the first session are worthy of 
being reproduced in full. A 
the opening paragraph quoted 
above the minutes proceed: 
* “On which day being the first 
day of the meeting, David Laird, 
Lieutenant-Governor of the North 
West Territories, His Honor be- 
ing present, Matthew Ryan and 
Hugh Richardson, Esquires, sev- 
erally laid their commissions be- 
fore him as_ Stipendiary Magis- 
trates for the said Territories 
which constitute them ex-officio 
members of the Council and Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Jas. Farquharson 
MacLeod, C.M.G., presented his 
commission appointing him a 
member of the Council, which be- 
ing done, the members took their 
seats at the Council board. Ame- 
dee Forget, Esq., having present- 
ed a letter from the Under Secre- 
tary of State and notifying him of 
his being appointed Clerk of the 
Council, took his place the 
Clerk's table. The Lieutenant- 
then addressed the 


Council as follows:

Governor 


Gentlemen, 

“You have the honor to be the 
first Council under thegovernment 
of Canada, ever convened within 
the North West Territories. | 
congratulate you upon the honor 
and that you have been thought 
worthy of being entrusted with a 
large measure of the responsibil- 
ity connected with the administra- 
tion of the affairs of this exten- 
sive division of the Canadian Do- 
minion. 

The late Council of the Terri- 
tories entered upon several 
portant questions affecting the 
peace and order of this country. 
It will be your duty to carry on 
the work of legislation with pru- 
dence, neglécting no opportunity 
to profit by such 
residence in the Territories and

experience as 


free intercourse with the people 
is calculated to afford. Measures 
respecting the registration of 
deeds, short forms of indentures, 
and other subjects relating to pro- 
perty will be laid before you. You 
will also be invited to consider 
what steps ought to be taken to 
protect the buffalo from wanton 
destruction. The extinction of 
this animal, upon which many In- 
dians and others largely rely for 
should, if possible, be 


prevented, at least stock

raising and agriculture can be in- 
troduced to supply the place the 
buffalo has taken for generations. 

“It will be your duty likewise to 
afford such facilities as are in 
your power for the effective ad- 
ministration of justice in the Ter- 
ritories; and in consideration of 
the recent melancholy ravages of 
small pox in the neighboring dis- 
trict of Kewatin, you would do 
well to provide for the organiza- 
tion of a board of health to ob- 
serve the approach or appearance 


of any infectious disease and

adopt such means as may lead to 
prevent its spread within your 
borders, I invite your aid in leg- 
islating upon those and stich other 
subjects as may come before you 
and in entering upon our joint 
duties, I pray that our. efforts may 
be crowned™ with success by the 
blessing of Him from Whom all 
blessings flow.” 


The minutes then continue: 


On‘motion of Mr. Richardson, 
seconded by Mr. MacLeod: 


“‘Resolved-that the Council do 
now resolve itself into a commit- 
tee of the whole to frame rules 
and forms of procedure in legisla- 
tive sessions df the Council. 


The Lieutenant Governor ap- 
pointed Mr. Ryan to preside for 
the remainder of the day's sitting 
and then withdrew. 


The Council accordingly , re- 
solved itself into the aforesaid 
committee. After some time spent 
thereon the chairman reported 
that the committee had framed 
certain rules -and forms of pro- 
ceéding in legislative sessions of 
the Council. Resolved ‘that the 
report be received tomorrow. 


On motion of Mr. Richardson, 
seconded by Mr. MacLeod: 


- “Resolved that Mr. Ryan be 
charged to prepare a draft of an 
address, in answer to the speech 
of fthe Lieutenant Governor.” 

The Council then adjourned 
until tomorrow afternoon at two 
o'clock. 


Such are the minutes of the 


first legislative session ever held 
in the North West Territories. 


The Reply to the Speech 


At the meeting next day the 
following address was read by 
Mr. Ryan from the committee of 
the Council invreply to the Lieu- 
tenant Governor's speech. 

“May it please your Honor: 


“We, the members of — the 
Council of the North West Terri- 
tories, beg to thank you for your 
address to us on the occasion of 
the opening of this, aur first. legis- 
lative session. 

We ,appreciate the complimen- 
tary terms in which you refer to 
our sélection by His Excellency 
the Governor General of the Do- 
minion, with the advice of the 
Queen's privy council, as worthy 
to share in the responsibility con- 
nected with the administration of 
the affairs of these Territories, 
and we would assure your Honor 
that our earnest ‘endeavors shall 
be directed to the satisfactory dis- 
charge of this important and hon- 
orable trust. It shall also be our 
continued desire to profit by our 
residence in the Territories and 
free intercourse with the popula- 
tion generally, 


“We shall carefully consider 
the several measures indicated in 
your Honor’s address as likely to 
come before us and such other 
questions involving the welfare of 
Her Majesty's subjects in the 
Territories as may from time to 
time present themselves, relying 
confidently on the salutary cgn- 
trol which your Honor has been 
appointed to exercise, but above 
all on the blessing of Divine Pro- 
vidence."’

The Council of the North West 
Territories was now fairly launch- 
ed upon the legislative waters; 
and its first item of business was 
to receive from the hands of the 
Lieutenant Governor a “‘dispatch 
from the Honorable the Secretary 
of State, transmitting copy of an 
order of His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor General in Council, havittg 
reference to certain resolutions 
and ordinances of the late North 
West Council." Something may 
be said in a future issue of the 
“late North West Council’ which 
was superseded by the new body 
and which never had any exist- 
ence on Territorial soil.

A new war seems brewing between 
Sweden and Finland in the north. The 
bone of contention is the ownership 
of the Aland Islands, located midway 
between the two countries in the Baltic 
sea, at the entrance to the Gulf of 
Bothnia. Each is equally covetous of 
gaining possession of the group of is- 
lands, and both have made claims, al- 
though the Alands were neutralized by 
the Treaty of Paris, ‘in 1856. Only 
the fact that Sweden is a member of 
the League of Nations, it is believed, 
is preventing an open conflict at the 
present time. 


A Royal Refugee 

Garbed in a tattered ermine cloak, 
priceless once, but now so weather- 
beaten and worn as to be_ utterly 
worthless, the Grand Duchess Olga, 
sister of the late Czar of Russia, has 
been among the thousands of refu- 
gees seeking the aid of the American 
Red Cross. Hatless, her’ gloves im 
twisted rags, her shoes broken out, and 
her purse empty, the Grand Duchess 
stepped from a crowded refugee train 
at the Belgrade station. When 
steaming plate of soup from the Red 
Cross food kitchen was handed her, 
she ate it ravenously and remarked: 
“It is a week since | have had so much 
food at one time.”

Insufficient Pensions 


Letters are being received at Ot- 
tawa at the present time which show 
a general dissatisfaction with the pro- 
posed twenty-five per cent. increase in 
the pensions to patients suffering from 
tuberculosis among returned soldiers. 
One letter which arrived from a west- 
ern constituency states that up to the 
present the tubercular patients have 
been receiving altogether too low a 
rate of pension and that the proposed 
raise will not be nearly equal to the 
benefit of a similar rate to ordinary 
pensioners. As yet there has been no 
official announcement with regard to 
increase in pensions, but a general in- 
crease of twenty-five per for 
tubercular men is now confirmed by 
members of the Commons who are in 
close touch with the situation. It is 
understood that the pensions commit- 
tee will place its report to the house 
in about ten days.

He said, in fact, that it was 
necessary to exempt fuels and food- 
stuffs altogether.

Bomb in Fishing Rod 

When Charles McKinnon of the 
Nova Scotia Highlanders, came home 
from France he brought with him as 
a souvenir, a fishing rod, which he 
found in a German dugout. He has 
never used it and it has been lying 
about the house~ever since. Recently 
a fourteen year old boy, Melville 
Brennan, borrowed it off McKinnon to 
go fishing. When Brennan attempted 
to ‘put it together the rod exploded, 
cutting his face and inflicting other in- 
juries as a result of which he now lies 
in a serious condition at Glace Bay 
General Hospital. Examination after 
the accident showed that a portion of 
the rod was filled with high explosives. 


Haig Addresses Unions 


Marshal Haig made another  out- 
spoken address concerning the attitude 
of the trades unions towards ex-sol- 
diers at a recent meeting of the. na- 
tional association for the employment 
of ex-soldiers, declaring that through 
selfish prniciples and the vers exist- 
ence of trade principles and the very 
existence of trade, unionism were de- 
nied work. The marshal adfled that 
nobody asked the trade unions to 
abandon their principles, but he did 
ask the unions and the employers to 
endeavor, even at the risk of some 
sacrifice, to ‘meet exceptional circum- 
stances by exceptional action.

Quite recently Sir James Lochheid was in réminiscent mood, 
whilst smoking an after dinner ‘cigar, on the trans-continental 
train on the way to Ottawa. 
Flood Davin came up for discussion and Sir James related the 
following ‘incident connected with him. Mr. Davin came to 
Canada in the seventies on a commission from an English journal 
to write a series of articles on Canadian subjects. ‘He became 
so much interested in matters of the Dominion that he made up 
his mind to remain on this side of the water. He had been 
admitted to the English bar but had to spend some time in’ a 
Canadian legal office before he could obtain his status in Canada. 
He accordingly allied himself in Toronto with the firm of which 
Mr. Beatty was the head and in which Sir James Lochheid was 
then a law student. Mr. Beatty was at one time Mayor of To- 
ronto and engaged in a number of other public activities and he 
did not devote a great deal of time to his law practice: When 
motions were to be made in court Mr. Davin almost always off- 
ciated for the firm and the wonderful addresses which he made 
on even the most trivial subjects created a great deal of interest. 
Whenever it was known that Mr. Davin was to appear the law 
students flocked to the courts to listen to his rounded periods 
and remarkable declamation. Amongst those who admired Mr. 
who was a printer in the Globe office. Matthews himself, was 
Davin's rather florid style of oratory, was a man named Mathews 
a bjt of an agitator, and when occasion arose could make per- 
fervid addresses at printers. meetings and other gatherings. One 
day Toronto was startled by the news that George Brown, the 
wéll known publicist and proprietor of the Globe, had been 
killed in his own office and Matthews was accused of the crime. 
Matthews selected Mr. Davin to defend him. The trial is a 
matter of Canadian history. Mr. Davin made a most eloquent 
appeal for the quality of mercy, without avail, and Matthews 
was sentenced to death. Poor Mr. Davin was very much upset; 
there was no hope of executive clemency. George Brown had 
been a well known public character and there was great indigna- 
tion at the manner in which he had met his death. When the 
time for the execution arrived, Mr. Lochheid went to witness it, 
as representative of the legal firm which had defended the con- 
demned man. His description,of the scene, after the lapse « 
so many years was vivid and interesting. He said that it was 
a leaden, overcast morning; that a pressure seemed to rest over 
everythnig. The witnesses of the execution, were placed in a 
little enclosure in the jail yard. The scaffold, with all its sinister 
paraphanalia, had been erected along one side of the jail wall, 
and had been surrounded by a low railing. A few minutes be- 
fore the hour set for the execution the sheriff and the officials 
marched onto the scaffold with Matthews in their midst. The 
As he 
stood on the scaffold, the sheriff asked him if he had anything 
to say. He said ‘‘Yes,’’ and received the sheriff's permission to 
address those present. He walked to the railing surrounding 
the scaffold and leaning against it, like a practised public speaker, 
gave his version of the death of George Brown. ~ 


During his own employment in the Globe office, he had to 
work very late hours which forced him to walk home during the 
dark hours of the night. His way lay through a portion of 
Toronto which at that time had a very evil reputation, and in 
case of eventualities he had provided himself with a revolver, 
which he always carried in his hip pocket. A strike had occurred 
in the Globe office. Mr. Brown, who was a very forceful and 
dominant character, had refused to temporige with the men. 
Matthews went to interview him in the editorial sanctum. George 
Brown was very hostile and high words ensued. He eventually 
ordered Matthews out of his presence and on the latter not 
obeying as readily, perhaps, as he might, the editor rushed at 
him and attempted to eject him forcibly. In the fracas that 
ensued, Matthews produced his revolver and Mr. Brown attemp- 
ted to disarm him. It went off in the struggle and the great 
editor was mortally wounded. Matthews declared that he had 
had not the slightest intention fo doing any bodily harm to 


eorge Brown and deeply deplored the unfortunate occurrence. 


After he had finished this explanation he turned to the sheriff 
and said: “Now do your business.”

HON. WILLIAM ELLIOTT, M.D. 


Twenty-two years ‘ago, in the old Territorial days, the dis- 
trict of Wolseley sent to the Legislative Assembly its local medi- 
cal man, in the person of Dr. William Elliott, a man destined to 
make an important mark, not only in the politics, but in the 
administration of the North West Territories, for at a later period 
the fostering of the most important industry in the west—that of 
agriculture—fell into his very capable hands, A native of On- 
tario, his career, till he came to Wolseley, had presented no out- 
standing features to distinguish him from any other reasonably 
His parents were Protestant-Irish, who 
In 1863—August 29th, to be exact 

—there was born to James and Eleanor/Elliott, at their residence, 
near Mitchell, Ontario, the subject of this notice. The lad was 
educated at Mitchell High School, Stratford Model School, and 
Toronto Normal School, from which he obtained a first-class 
certificate. He studied medicine, and in 1893 he graduated M.B. 
with silver medal for general proficiency. He practised at Mitchell 
and in 1896 married Miss M. J. Carter, daughter of Mr. Wm. 
({Carter, a well-known citizen of Mitchell. 


ambitious young doctor. 
came from near Enniskillen. 


He qualified as a member of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons for the province of Manitoba, and the North West Ter- 
ritories, as well as for Ontario, and took up his residence at Wol- 
seley in the North West Territories, where his skill, careful atten- 
tion and the reliability of his dignoses soon gained him the conf- 
dence both of tawn and country. The position he occupied was 
marked by his being appointed an examiner for the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons for the North West Territories. Dr. 
Elliott made no secret of his adherence to the Conservative party, 
but at that time, in theory at any rate, federal politics was not 
supposed to enter into local elections, and he was returned as 
a supporter of Premier Haultain’s administration. He sat for 
-Wolseley till Saskatchewan was organized as a province, when 
‘ne was returned as M.L.A. for Moose Mountain district, which 
included the burg of Wolseley. In 1912, however, he lost his 
seat to his fellow townsman, Mr. R. A. Magee, 
fought on party lines.

REPORT ON RUSSIA 


The first report of the British 
labor delegates who have just re- 


turned from an investigation of 
conditions of Russia has been 
made public. 


The delegates declare them- 
selves deeply impressed with the 
distress and disorganization which 
they found in Russia, the dejec- 
tion of the people, and the ex- 
tent of the government's interfer- 
ence with individual liberty. The 


report is said to be unanimous. 


The report describes the block- 
ade as injurious to the world and 
disastrous to Russia, and makes 
reference to the epidemic of dis- 
eases to which the absence of soap 
and medical supplies has’ given 
full sway, although great efforts 
have been made toward - sanita- 
tion. Denouncing the Polish war, 
the report says: 


“The appeal for creative work 
is being once more set aside in 
favor of an appeal to military en- 
thusiasts, while the war condi- 
tions provide new pretexts for re- 
stricting individual liberty and 
preventing freedom of _ discus- 
sion.” 


Advocates Recognition 


The report says war rallies all 
parties to the defense of the 
country; it emphasizes the break- 
down in manufactures’ through 
lack of raw material and advo- 
cates the immediate recognition 
of Russia. The report was brought 
to England by Benjamin Turner 
and Tom Shaw, members of the 
British labor delegation which 
visited Russia, for presentation to 
the labor congress at Scarbor- 
ough. They brought also a let- 
ter from Nikoli Lenine, the Bol- 
shevik prmier, exhorting the 
workers to revolution in England, 
which has created a sensation. 


Lenine criticizes the surprise 
expressed by the delegation at 
the ‘“‘red terror,’’ the suppression 
of freedom of the press, and free 
assembly, and declares that the 
“red terror’ is the defence of the 
working men against exploiters, 
and that freedom of the press and 
assembly in a bourgeois democ- 
racy means freedom to _ plot

CANADA'S BIRTHDAY ae I: 


On July 1st, 1867, the British North America Act came into 
effect. By it the four provinces of Upper and Lower Canada 
‘Nova Scotia and New Brunswick were united into one great 
Dominion under the name of Canada. ' This result was the out- 
, come of several years of negotiations between the best leaders 
of the country, who had recognized that in union only could 
the young nation develop itself as it ought. In September, 
1864, a meeting of representatives of the province had been 
held in Charlottetown, the capital of Prince Edward Island. 
{t was a preliminary gathering and, although it resulted in no 
definite action being taken, in the discussions many of the dif- 
ficulties that were foreseen were rmoved. ‘Then came a meet- 
ing at Quebec where the delegates spent 18 days in planning 
a scheme of confederation. ‘hen, when it was over, they re- 
turned to their province to endeaver to interest those districts 
in the proposed governmental change.

Since the beginning of the confedrration other provinces 
have entered it, Originally only four, now it is composed of 
nine, provinces, the additions being Prince Edward Island, 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and British Columbia. The’ 
four latter were barely known in 1867; it was the day when the 
buffalo roamed the great prairies of the west, while beyond the 
Kockies the province of the Pacific Coast was almost in- 
accessable then.

RESOURCES 


- ‘Ihe net lederal debt is now over $2,000,000,000. In five years 
the per capital debt charge upon every man, woman, and every 
child in the Dominion has risen from $43.49 to more than $220 
Make Science pay the bill. ‘There is wealth in the mines of 
Nothern Ontario, in the asbestos areas of Quebec, in the fish- 
eries of the Martime Provinces and the Pacific Coast. But the 
value of all combined gives enly a suggestion of the total natur- 
al wealth of Canada if its resources could be scientifically de, 
termined and utilized. 

Already, as a result of its investigations into the utilization 
of fish waste, the Council for Scientific and Industrial Re- 
search has discovered that the annual yield of the Canadian 
fisheries can be increasd by over 25 per cent. It estimates the 
loss in solids, comprising chiefly-fat and proteins, in the 300.000 
tons of waste that are thrown away yearly at $10,000,000 and 
in oil at $2,000,000. It has long been engaged in experiments to 
determine the commercial feasibility of utilizing the lignite de- 
posits of the Prairie Provinces as domestic fuel. The necessary 
manufacturing processes have already been carried out on a 
super-laboratory scale. ‘Chere is every reason to anticipate in- 
dustrial success, and suecess, according to Dr. A. B. Macallum, 
Chairman of the Council will not only mean industrial de- 
velopment in the West and the annual saving of $5,000,000 
the substitution of lignite coal for the half million tons of an- 
thracite now imported into Manitoba and Saskatchewan from 
Pennsylvania, but it will blaze the path for the utilization of 
the 57,000,000,000 tons of lignites of Saskatchewan and of the 
vastly greater quantity of the better grade of this fuel in 
Alberta. Hurther, eventually utilization of vast quantities of 
valuable by-products will provide the raw materials of great 
and flourishing industries. KF inally, it will constitute the first 
step in the systeniatic, scientific utilization of the vast stores of 
energy locked up in the lignites of the two provinces which, un- 
like the other provinces of the Dominion, are scantily supplied 
with water power. 

Other important inquiries are being conducted by the Re- 
search Council, and already agriculture in Canada owes much 
to scientific investigation. Experiments in wheat breeding, for 
instance, produced Marquis wheat the staple wheat of the West 
and now the Council is assisting special research to breed a var- 
iety of wheat which will ripen early, be wholly rust-resistent, 
and have good milling and baking qualities. 

After rigid tests, a new process of making binder twine out 
of Saskatchewan straw grown for flax purposes has been dis- 
covered which, it is anticipated, will mean the development of 
an important industry in the Province and a great monetary 
saving to the farmers. So, the Research Council is endeavor- 
ing to devise some means of utilizing the thousands of tons of 
waste staw which are annually burned in the Prairie Provinces.

PROVINCIAL SCHOOL 
SUPPLIES CULTURES 
FOR LEGUME CROPS 


It is a well 
that allfalfa, field peas, alsike 
clover, red clover, white dutch 
clover , white sweet clover, 
yellow sweet clover, sweet peas 
require a particular kind of 
bacteria to produce the most 
vigorous kind of stems, leaves 
and seed. The bacteria _ liv- 
ing within the nodules or swell- 
ings have the power to gather 
the free nitrogen of the air and} 
to build it up into nitrogen com 
pounds which are very essent- 
lal to the growth of the plant 
and the production of seed. The 
greater the number of these 
bacteria that occur within the 
roots of a plant the more vigor- 
ous the plant is. 

In order to secure the neces- 
sary kind of bacteria in the soil 
in which a particular kind of 
legume is to be grown, the in- 
oculation of the seed with a 
pure culture is reeommended., 
The cultures are usually grown 
in two ounce hottles each bottle 
containing sufficient bacteria to 
incolulate sixtypounds of seed 
Full direstions are closed with- 
in each mailing case. 


So far as we can learn from 
old-times, the electrical storm 
which visited this district on 
Thursday last was the worst 
ever known here.
